FRUIT INSTEAD OF MEDICINE. 

There is no doubt but that the free use of fruit 
is highly conducive to health, and, indeed, al- 
most indispensable to it. Much of the sickness 
in the western country is occasioned by the want 
of it. It is the great scarcity of good fruit that 
creates such a demand for physic in our western 
country. The various fevers and billious dis- 
orders prevalent in the summer season, are more 
owing to the want of it than to any othr cause. 
And not until fruit is generally cultivated, and 
used as an article of dict, shall we be rid of 
those disorders, which are sapping the life foun- 
tains of thousands of our farmersannually. And 
if the fruit were administered, instead of the 
physician's prescription, we have no doubt that 
it would be far better fur the patient. 

Nuture, in this, as in all other respects, has 
bountifully supplied us with varieties, which, if 
properly cared fur, will enable us to enjoy a suc-

A BOY’S CORN CROP. 
Last year the Hon. Horace Greeley offered a 
premium of $50 for the best acre of corn raised 
in the State of New York, by a boy under eighteen 
years of age. The premium has been awarded 
to F. B. Spaulding, of East Otto, Cattaraugus 
county. The following isan abstract ofthe boy’s | 
statement :— 
‘1. The crop on this acre of land in 1855 was 
corn, without any manure, planted on green 
sward, plowed under in the fall of 1854. The 
soil gravelly loam. 
2. The land was plowed (with horses) the 
last of April, 1856, ten inches deep; dragged 
twice ; marked off for hills, with a hand marker, 
three feet apart each way; planted on the 17th 
day of May ; corn appeared above ground on the 
22d day of May; four kernels were planted to 
the hill, and four stalks were left to each hill. 
The corn was planted dry, without any previous

Fruit is more needed throughout the sum- 
mer season than almost any other part of the 
year. And the varieties whicly ripen at this time 
ure least cultivated. The farmer cannot take a 
step which wiil add more to his own joys, and to 
those of his own family, than by having such a 
succession as will furnish him with fruit the en- 
tire year. 


used : 114 cords (128 eubic feet) of green barn-

mand from you for this waste of time? Do you 
commend his good endeavors, or do you repri- 
mand on every slight occasion, without any 
manifestation of your appreciation of his dili- 
gence at other times ? 
There is nothing so terribly discouraging as 
this perpetual fault-finding without any com- 
mendation, and yet, who cannot call to mind 
many fathers who so rarely commend their sons, 
that it is thought to he said ironically when by 
chance a word of satisfaction with their conduct 
is uttered. Farmers’ sons feel this more from the 
fact that they are almost constantly with their 
fathers. They cannot, like village boys, meet 
companions at night after their work is done 
and ‘*have a good time,’’ nor can they every few 
days see some show, fireman's parade, or other 
entertaining curiosity, that may serve them for 
subjects of thought when at work in silence. 
The farm is their world, and if the father does 
not try hard to make himself the companion of 


the latter is the most profitable and therefore the 
better cow. 

A writer in an exchange paper (and we are 
sorry that the name of the paper has escaped us) 
gives the fullowing definite rules or figures as 
constituting a good cow. 

‘A cow that will average five quarts of milk 
a day through the year, making 1,825 quarts, is 
an extraordinary good cow. One that will yield 
five quarts a day for ten months isa good cow, 
and one that will average four quarts during 
that time is more than un average quality. That 
would make 1,200 quarts a year, which at three 
cents a quart, is $36. We believe the Orange 
County milk dairies average about $40 per cow 
and the quality of the cows is considerably above 
the average of the country. 

It is as important to keep a cow good as it is 
to get her good. This can never be done by a 
careless, lazy milker. Always milk your cow 
quick, perfectly clean, and never try to counter- 


rected helow. Those interested will govern them- 
selves accordingly.

THE BERRY CROP. 

It used to be the remark of an old neighboring 
farmer that a little thing was often bigger than a 
great one. By which he meant, that the cunse- 
quences of small actions or the accumulations 
of little things, often brought about greater re- 
sults than greater actions or things. This is 
evident in the berry crop. 

A berry isa very small thing, hardly worth 
noticing. Most of them grow wild—spring up 
spontaneously in the fields, in the woods, in the 


vating his land this season. ‘Owing to the 
excess of moisture,’’ says he, ‘the growth of 
weeds has been excessive, and without these tools 
many of our crops would have been lost, as by 
the old system of hoes, forks, and spades, with 
50 men we could not have kept the crops clear, 
whereas with these tools and eight men we have 
succeeded as usual. When we had thirty acres 
in similar crops to those now grown, without the 
improved tools, we employed twenty men; now 
with more than one hundred acres we have but 
eight men, and the crops in much better order 
than when the greater number were employed.”’

Some very good 
observations on this subject have been published 
by the editor of the Boston Cultivator, by Mr. 
Flagg, in Hovey'’s Magazine of Horticulture, and 
others. We see by the Tribune, that, not long 
since, the subject came up ina meeting of the 
**American Institute Farmer’s Club’? of New 
York, when the following remarks were made : 


‘One of the regular subjects of the day was 
now called up for discussion, This was the 
general subject of small fruits. 

Pror. Mares—If we would get the true market 
value of small fruits grown in this country, no 
doubt it would equal the value of the cotton crop. 
It would astonish all who live in this city tolearn 
the quantity of berries brought into the city. 
It is estimated that Drew & French, only one 
commission house, will sell this season a hundred 
thousand dollars worth of berries and small fruits. 
The enormous quantity of peaches received in the 
city may be guessed at, when we learn that the 
Camden and Amboy Railroad have received $1,- 
400 freight in one day, at eight cents a basket, 
for peaches. 

Blackberr es.—Mr. Lawton was called upon to 
state his manner of cultivating the Lawton black- 
berries. He said he would plant the roots in 


maturing perfectly with the warm winds and dry 
sun now prevailing. The same gentleman has 


been troubled with the maggot and the smut, to 
some extent, but he said the latter was more to 
be feared than the former. He showed me some 
of the grown onions which exhibited the smut, on 
removing the first fuld of the skin; he thought 
such onions would he of no value. If you, asa 
learned doctor and scientific culturist, can tell us 
the meaning of this smut, and the cure for it, 
you will do a good service to your fellow laborers.

TOPPING CORN IN MAINE. 
There is a law regulating vegetable life, which 
indicates the time, with great accuracy, for to 
ping corn. The time is, when the husks begin 
to be discolored. When the corn begins to hard- 
en, the husks gradually mildew, changing the 
color to crimson, or white, and showing what on 
other plants is called rust. Up to the time of 








rows ten feet apart and four feet between plants, 
and cultivate two or three rows of potatoes be- 
tween the rows. They will bear some berries 
the next year after setting and come to maturity 
in three years. I always cut away one-third of 
the new growth. The berries set upon the vines 
ripen from two to five per cent. a day, and each 
plant will grow an average of three hundred 
berries. The plants need no training or sup- 
port, and will grow, the first year, about fuur 
feet long. It has been suggested that this variety 
of blackberries would deteriorate, but they have 
not done so with me. The advantage of this va- 
riety is ite long continuance in bearing. 

Pror. Marzs—I have settled down upon this 
plan: First, to throw out a furrow with a two- 
way plow, and run a subsoil plow in the bottom 
of that furrow, and I manure highly. Ido not 
plant so far apart as Mr. Lawton, and I trim 
closely, and use the cultivator between the rows. 
If the old plants are well cut away, the new 
shoots will be stronger. I think the quality is 
very much improved by training the vines upon 
trellises. The fruit is larger and. better upon 
strong shoots, and nothing feels the advantage of 
high manuring more than all the bramble family, 
particularly the appli’ t’on of liquid manure. 
You may manure all ..2 bramble family with 
animal offal. They can convert flesh into fruit. 
This is also the case with grape vines. They 


the mildewing process, air is excluded from the 
ear. Mildew causes the husks to open and lets 
in the air to the corn. The progress of ripening 
of all crops is usually gradual, and generally 
strikes the husks of corn to kill, very near the 
tip of the ear first. Topping the corn (cutting 
the stalks) facilitates the killing of the husks and 
causes the corn to ripen faster, and better, than 
cutting it up and putting it in shock. Tt is the 
natural process for corn to ripen on the stalk. 
Corn, unlike other grain, loses nothing hy be- 
coming fully ripe in the field. When we fear 
the season is short the topping should be a few 
days earlier than when there is plenty of time. 
There is no fear of frost duing injury to corn, 
after the husks show touches of mildew. The 
cause of mildew, or rust, upon all plants, is the

The work of 
the farmer, although very suggestive of the most 
pleasant and instructive conversation, yet can be 
done with but little interchange of words, and 
in the quiet monotony of hoeing one hill after 
another, the futher furgets that the son is not as 
old as himself, with a life time of recollections 
for his mind to feed upon. 

Just for a moment think of this, futher, who- 
ever and wherever you may be: is the life of your 
son made as pleasant and instructive as it ought 
to be? Does he make a confidant of you, and 
you a companion of him? If he inadvertently 
gets into any difficulty, are you the first or last 
he comes to for assistance and sympathy? Has 
he reason to feel and think that you are better 
satisfied with the same service rendered by a 
neighbor's son than hy him, or does he know that 
you feel peculiarly gratified and pleased by his 
good conduct ? 

Think of this thing, fathers, and observe your 
son's conduct, and if you find that he feels any 
more confidence that he shall find sympathy and 
encouragement and assistance from any one else 
than from you, your duty to him as a father has 
not heen discharged. T.

AN Tuutwois Faru. Mr. L. Sullivant, in Ur- 
bana, has a specimen Illinois farm. It contains 
over 20,000 acres, and although only about seven 
thousand acres are yet under cultivation, employs 
over one hundred men! Three thousand acres 
are planted in corn; and the editor estimates 
that the farm will produce at least 15,000 bush- 
els of wheat this year, besides large quantities 
of barley, oats, flax, &c.

A 
blacksmith’s shop is located on the farm and em- 
ployed continually in repairing farm implements;

dren of the workmen. One hundred and twenty- 
five yoke of oxen and fifty horses are employed.

HINTS FOR THE SEASON. 
1. Cook or steam as much of the food you will 
use in fattening your animals, as you can. If 
you have nothing better to do this work with, 
take a large sugar kettle or cauldron, set it on 
some stones, and build a little tire under it, after 
filling it partly or quite full of the food you wish 
to cook. Putin, of course, water enough for 
your purpose. If you pursue this method, you 
will soon notice the improved steamers and fur- 
naces for looking coarse food, and buy one. 
2. Now is your time to draw and pile under 
cover your winter supply of wood. If it was 
cut and corded last spring, as it should have been, 
it is quite well seasoned now, and the ground is 
dry, almost for the first time since the middle of 
May. It may soon be wet again. Attend to it 
now, and and save a good deal of hard work for 
your team. Be sure to place your fuel under cover. 
3. Do not forget to drain marshy spots now. 
That is, dig the ditches fur this purpose. It is 
much more pleasant and economical to do itnow, 
than when the ground is wet. 
4. Draw great quantities of swamp muck to 
your barn-yard, to mix with your manure. The 
muck is much lighter now. 
5. Let your boys trim and hoe out your gar- 
den and fence corners, and all nooks where weeds 
grow. Put all the weeds together in a pile, in a 
safe place. Let them dry a few days and then 
set fire to them, and burn them. If you use a 
little care in this matter, you may destroy the 
weeds, seeds and all. 
6. In some of your pastures, water may be 
growing scarce. See that all your animals huve 
a good supply of clear, healthy water.

To Preserve a Bouquet. A florist of much ex- 
perience gives the following receipt for preserv- 
ing bouquets for an indefinite period, which may 
be useful to our lady readers: ‘*When you re- 
ceive a bouquet, sprinkle it lightly with fresh 
water. Then put it into a vessel containing some 
soap-suds ; this will nutrify the roots, and keep 
the’ flowers brightas new. Tuke the bouquet 
out of the suds every morning, and lay it side- 
ways, (the stock entering first,) into clean water, 
keep it there a minute or two, then take it out, 
and sprinkle the flowers lightly by the hand with 
water. Replace it in the soap-suds, and it will 
bloom as fresh as when first gathered. The soap- 
suds need changing every three or four days. By 
observing these rules, a bouquet can be kept 
bright, and beautiful for at least a month, and 
will last still longer in a very passable state ; but 
attention to the fair but frail creatures, as direct- 
ed above, must be strictly observed, or all will 
perish.”’ 





Tae Camet Experiment. An interesting re- 
port has been received by the war Department 
from Mr, Beale, Superintendent of the wagon 
road expedition from Fort Defiance. The camel 
experiment is pronounced successful. These 
animals carried seven hundred pounds burden, 
principally provender for mules, and were less 
jaded than mules. They eat but little except 
bushes, preferring them to grass. Mr. Beale 
conceives it easier to manage wu train of twenty 
camels than one of five mules, Their temper, 
tractability, capacity for bearing burthens, and 
going without water, while they live on food 
upon which other animals would starve, render 
them valuable for transportation on the prairies, 
Every unshod animal reached El Paso lame but 
the camels, not one of which even exhibited

There are this year planted in the United 
*| States, over 100,000 acres of the Chineso cane, 
which yield on an average 300 galluns to the acre 
of sirup, good fur table use, and the experiment 
,| is now being tested whether it will make avail- 
able chrystalised sugar or not. 

The manufacture of spirit from the Sorgho 
may now he carried on by our farmers in tho 
winter season, when there is no other occupation 
for them, at the rate of a gallon of proof spirit 
for each gallon of fermented sirup, This will 
find a ready sale at the rectifiers, who will turn 
it into alcohol, fur camphene and other purposes. 
The quantity of alcohol now used for purposes of 
illumination alone, to say nothing of the varnishes, 
chloroform and medical extracts, is enormous, 
and was beginning to havo a serious eff-ct on the 
price of bread, owing to the wholesale destruo- 
tion of cereals required to produce it. Now, 
however, we have found a substitute, which, be- 
sides supplying sirup and alcohol, will also yield 
from the same crop a large amount of forage and 
grain for the fattening of stock.

Tue Hoo Cror. The Macoupin, Illinois, Spec- 
tator says it is now certain that in all the West- 
ern country there will be extraordinarily larg: 
crops of corn raised. The consequence of th: 
heavy yield of corn will be that hogs will be bet- 
ter futted than uaual.. The farmers will com- 
mence feeding earlier, and will feed later than 
when the corn is not good, and will hence make 
their hogs weigh, when fattened, from 20 to 30 
pounds each more than last year. The farmers 
will generally commence feeding hogs upon new 
corn early in September, and will fat until late 
in December. Again, the farmers will fatten al! 
their large hogs fur market, on account of the 
prospects for good prices, and feed until late the 
small hogs for their own use. 

In the counties of Illinois, we can safely affirm 
that there will be an increase of 40 per cent. of 
pork over any previous year. 

Already the farmers are beginning to feed their 
hogs new corn for fattening. They are aware 
that, with present prospects for crops, corn will 
not be worth over 15 or 20 cents per bushel for 
shipping, while, if they can get four or five dol- 
lars per hundred net for pork, that will be equal 
to forty or fifty cents per bushel for their corn, 
and hence they will—acting wisely, too—put all 
the corn they can into pork. 


Carr. Berrruan’s Surverina Exrgprrion. A 
letter from the surveying expedition of Capt. 
Berryman, sent out to make surveys in connec- 
tion with the Atlantic telegraph cable, dated St. 
Johns, N. F., Sept. 3, says : 

‘We have made a very thorongh survey of 
Trinity Bay and Bull's Arm, the proposed land- 
ing spot. The large bay has a depth of 150 fath- 
oms, with good bottom for the cable—sand anid 
blue mud. The sharp angle made by Bull's Arm 
obviates all fear of ice islands ever floating with 
in eight miles of its terminus, while the water ip 
the narrow arm is of such a depth that'no other 
obstruction could ever disturb it,—from eighty 
to twenty-five fathoms in mud channel, a perfect 
harbor, land-locked, with high rock sides. Tho

There is not the slightest expression this morn- 
ing of doubt as ty the steady specie hasis of the | 
city of New York. The weekly average and daily 
clearance system virtually renders the whole of | 
the city Banks as one family, or in other words 
a consolidated concern so far as their public ob 
ligutions are at issue. The position one to the 
other, and ot the whole to their creditors and 
the public is infallibly known every morning at 
the elearing house. 

The result on our city exchanges with Pennsyl- 
vania cannot be known fora day or two. The 
bank note and domestic exchange brokers are 
brought to a complete stand on the subject this 
morning, and generally decline to fix arate. The 
only figure we have heard named was an offor to 
ell Philadelphia funds at ten per cent. diseount. 
The rate in a similar eondition of things in 1841, 
ranged afier the first few days from six te ten per 
cent. Our own banks have at once issued a cir- 
cular in regard to collections on Philadelphia, to 
apply to all points where xpecie payments are sus- 
pended. They receive such collections as usual, 
with the stipalation to pay the proceeds hy draft 
on the poi t of collection, which draft ix drawn 
payable in the funds received on the colleetion— 
in other words, fands current at the place of pay- 
ment. 

The Banks in the city of Baltimore, and it is 
resumed thronghout the State of Maryland, 
ave also stopped paying specie this morning. 

This is not surprising, from mereantile or basi- 
ness‘ syinputhy hetween the two cities, nor will 
it astonish ‘the publie if the Virginia, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Kentucky and Tennessee 
Banks should follow from the same cause. There 
is séme douht as to Charleston, but a genuine 
impression that the city of New Orleans will sus- 
tain the specie standard, with the city of New 
York. 

‘The New Jersey Banks have not heen heard 
from. The Metropolitan and American Exchange 
Banks reveive their notes, though with some de- 
gree of caution where the relations of the hanks 
are known to he mainly with Pennsylvania in- 
stead of New York. The Delaware hanks will 
“probably follow the example of Pennsylvania and 

Jaryland. From the Bust, we hear nothing dis- 
astrous to the. hoar of going to press. The Suf- 
fulk redemption in Bostun was going on as usual 
up to the hour of noon. The redeemimg banks 
here, the Metropolitan and American Exchange, 
have made no alteration of their terms on New 
England bank notes.”’

In 
a week or ten days [shall he making syrup, and 
will inform your readers, so that those who wish 
to see the operation of a West India Sug ur mill— 
for the mill [ use is a large one built to go there 
—may have an opportunity te dose. The eane 
is now in flower, Ut will make good syrup when 
it is in the milk, hut it will make sugar and bet- 
ter syrup when it is riper, or in the doagh state.’* 

On the whole, we think the S mrghuin promises 
well. If wt will mature sufficiently to make 
ayrup, with such a season as the ono just past, 
we think it will be perfectly sure in ordinary sea- 
sons. That its adaptability for syrup und sugar 
making will he tested this full, there is no doubt. 
We sve the Springfield Republican states that 
there is a combination of farmers at Northamp- 
ton for making a thoroagh trial with the new 
sugarcane: ; There are from ten to fifteen’ acres 
if the cane growing in the place. The machinery 
for crushing the cane-has already arrived, and 
the intention of the company is to enter upon
